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ICHIGAN is a “cut-over” state. At one time, it was en- 
tirely covercd with timber, excepting where the lakes re- 
flected the cold crystal blue of its skies. Michigan of- 
fers a great market for pure bred beef cattle in the im- 
mediate future. This market is of two classes: The 
dairyman who wants to get untied from the cow’s tail 
via the pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bull for higher priced 
ealvcs from his milk cows, in the lower end of the State 

where dairying is the main system of farming; and the farmer who 

wants to farm with beef cattle as a straight beef proposition in the 
upper two-thirds of the State. M:chigan’s climate, chcap feed, 
proximity to markets and the class of breeders scattered over the 

State, the Editor knew, made a combination worth studying for 

putting the Aberdeen-Angus on the map as great producers of 

wealth in this important commonwealth. So, he hied himself to 

Michigan a few days ago and spent four days in the hands of 

President Alexander Minty of the Michigan Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 

ers’ Association and Mr. William E. Scripps, a newer leader in the 

Michigan Aberdeen-Angus ranks, and with the aid of their inex- 


‘haustible hospitality of time and auto power made a tour of inspec- 


tion that took us over some 400 miles of Michigan roads and to the 
herds of some twenty breeders and feeders. 

It was a great time to see Michigan. An exceptionally late 
fall had not as ‘yet allowed Mr. John Frost to deaden the season’s 
growth of feed, so that the shortened pastures of summer had 
been revived with fall rains and were putting a belated layer of 
flesh on the black beauties for the coming winters. The brilliant 
plumage of the oaks, painted by the first breath of a frigid-natured 
artist, splashed the landscape at every turn in the road. The scar- 
let berries at the roadside showed in glittering contrast to the dark 
evergreens and sleek Aberdeen-Angus in the backgrounds. Nutting 
partis were competing with the frisky squirrels for a delicious crop 
of winter goodies, while the ever-present flivvers crowded the roads 
to the great orchards that were yielding thousands of barrels of 
apples for the Chicago market. The potato fork and its wholesale 
younger brother, the potato digger, were turning up the smooth, 
mealy “Murphy” that only a rich, sandy soil can produce in such 
quality and quantity. The cider press squeezed out a “kickless” 
beverage that invited the vistor at every stop, while the mingled 
sunshine of perfect weather and all of the delightful aromas of a 
fat fall made the trip one to remember. 

“Let’s see the most cattle possible in the four days we have,” 
were the words the Editor used when Mr. Minty wanted to know 
where we were to go. So, after seeing the Woodcote herd, we 
mapped out an itinerary that took us through ten counties and the 
best of the herds that are bunched in this part of Michigan. A 
wreck on the Grand Trunk, somewhere west of Flint upset the 
plans of the Editor to visit 
some scattering herds in 
Eaton, Lenewee and an-

very uniform. The two Trojan-Erica heifers that Mr. Minty has 
noiainated for the coming International sale were from his show 
herd, and both prize winners at the 1918 and 1919 fairs. The three- 
ear-old bull, Black Watch of Woodcote 225810, also goes into the 
nternational sale. He stood second at the 1917 International, and 
first at the Michigan State fair this year. As Mr. Minty’s story 
in a recent number of The Aberdeen-Angus Journal told of his 
management system for the farm, little need be added here; suffice 
it to say, that the Woodcote farm is considered one of the model 
becf cattle establishments of Michigan. 

In handling show cattle, the Woodcote manager is a past mast- 
er, and his cattle always show outstanding care in grooming and 
handling. Mr. Minty got his start as a coachman, and as such 
learned the value of grooming in a thorough school that stands for 
no slacking in the cleaning of an animal for the show ring. He ex- 
pects to add a few head of imported cattle to the breeding herd be- 
fore another year, bringing in a new stream of blood with a sire, 
as well as making the herd still more attractive with some imported 
females. The reputation of the Woodcote herd for freedom from 
tuberculosis is well known and attracts buyers from all sections. 
The addition of the herd to the Accredited List is only a matter of 
getting the authorities out to the place and getting them started. 
A standing order for the work has been in for several months. 

From Ionia, we drove out to Brinton F. Hall’s herd, and found 
it around behind the orchard and looking mighty fine alongside 
the trees loaded with blushing Baldwins. The herd is small yet, 
numbering only about a dozen head, but in the swamp lands around 
the edges of the orchards, they have picked up a good bit of grass 
even in the dry period, and are looking fine. Upon driving up to 
the house, we found Mr. Hall, is one of the real apple-growers of a 
famous anple-producing section. His 100 acres are netting him 
close to $40,000 this year, he figures. Some forty hands were fed 
that day, including pickers, sorters, headers, etc. One of the Wood- 
cote bulls headed the herd, and we found him penned up in the 
basement barn and looking well in spite of rather close confine- 
ment, which hadn’t allowed him to attain as much growth as he 
might have had with more out-of-doors living. As Mr. Hall is 
the writer of a letter to The Gazette last spring offering to bolt 
the Aneus and go over to the Herefords because his bull could not 
be called a Blackbird, it was no surprise to have him spring his 
little joke, “Don’t you think my ‘plain bred’ Angus make just as 
good manure for the Baldwins as though they were ‘fancy bred 
ones’”? The only answer available for a comeback was, “Well, 
theoretically, at least, the ‘fashionable kind’ would probably pro- 
duce richer manure because they are ordinarily kept in the hands 
of better feeders.”” However, we hope Mr. Hall gets as large a 


herd and becomes as proficient in getting the dollars out of his’ 


Aberdeen-Angus as he has 
with his orchards. He 
certainly is a great apple 
grower, and he has a nice

persed at an ordinary auc- 
tion sale by the second generation. 


“We'll go up into ‘the thumb’ in the morning,” said Mr. Minty 
after the moving pictures that evening. “What time shall we 
start?” “Let’s make it 5, and we can be pretty well along by the 
time it’s light enough to take pictures.” So, early the next morn- 
ing, we headed east from Ionia, and made our first stop at Ward 
Hathaway’s place, near Ovid, in Clinton county. 


It was a real plasure to see Mr. Hathaway again. He is secre- 
tary of the Michigan Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association, and 
the second generation in the business on his farm. Not only that, 
but he has three husky sons well started on the road to Aberdeen- 
Angus farming, though the youngest was still too small to take 
much interest outside the cradle. Mr. Hathaway is one of these 
big, hard-working types of farmers, who make things go whether 
there are men to hire to help or not. He had drafted a Fordson in- 
to his farming operations because of help shortage, he said. We 
jumped into his Flivver and drove out to the back pasture to see 
his cattle. There were a lot of things there worth seeing, too. 
He pointed out with pardonable pride an Erica cow that he was 
watching closely, as well as two or three plainer bred ones that 
had been adding outstanding type and size to his herd since its 
foundation. Mr. Hathaway was enthusiastic for an annual sale 
for the Michigan breeders, and agreed to begin fitting something 
at once for a sale next March if enough sentiment were found for 
such an event. 


We went on east through Flint, one of Michigan’s famous 
automobile towns, and where the Buick car is made, and then head- 
ed north, after driving out to the home of Frank Perry, near Dav- 
idson. -We were struck with the unique architecture of the Perry 
home as we approached. It is certainly a home that will stand for 
some time, as it is erected from the generous supply of “nigger 
heads,” or rounded bowlders, that the pre-historic glaciers brought 
down from the north centuries ago, and left scattered over the 
northern states in profusion, especially in the regions of the Great 
Lakes. Mr. Perry informed us that he had laid every stone of it 
himself. 


An inspection of the Perry herd was a pleasant surprise te us, 
as one immediately sees Mr. Perry is a real cattleman and Aber- 
deen-Angus enthusiast. There are cattle and pedigrees, too. Tro- 
jan Ericas, Blackbirds, Queen Mothers, Prides of Aberdeen, and 
“plainer ones” were pointed out. At the head of the herd is Bunk- 
er Bean, who was looking especially fine and appeared to have pro- 
fited by his change of climate from the suburbs of Chicago to east- 
ern Michigan. None of his calves have arrived yet, but there were 
plenty of good calves about. And the ‘young heifers! There were 
a number grazing around good enough to put into any show herd. 
One of the interesting sights was a 21 year old cow that will soon 
drop a calf. Whether this is her nineteenth, twentieth, twenty-first 
or twenty-second, Mr. Perry could not say, as he bought her from 
one of the eastern Canadian breeders years ago. Many of her 
bull calves were “steered” and not recorded, so that she shows 
only four calves recorded; but she was dropped in 1898, and is now 
old enough to vote and still looks like she was good for a few more 
“doddie editions.” 


After heading back west from Mr. Perry’s place, we ran past 
a place that showed the black doddies specking the green pastures, 
and couldn’t resist getting out and taking a picture. They were a 
nice bunch of feeders, being mostly steers. As no one was at 
home, we got away with only a few minutes stop, and learned from 
a neighbor they belonged to “Ed” Fenner. 


We next began hunting for F. J. Wilber’s place, near Clio, and

We next drove over to Vassar to see John F. Glady’s herd, but 
John had switched to Holsteins two years ago, but was about ready 
to switch back again. He had some interesting notes on the use 
of Aberdeen-Angus bulls on dairy cows to get beef calves that will 
make a profit for the dairyman from his calves. 

We then started east for Marlette and encountered some bad 
roads before getting in for the evening. But by getting another * 
5 o’clock start, we were out at Coupar & Shier’s farms, eight miles * 
north and east of Marlette by the time the sun would allow us to 
snap a few pictures. These two and “Jim” Curry have kept the 
black banner floating up in the thumb for several years, and are 
all closely enough related and located so that they have never lost 
confidence in the breed in spite of being in a land where dairying 
or making beef with the Red, White and Roan has been considered 
the orthodox thing. All three had good little herds of pure breds 
that have been seeding down the neighborhoods and making money 
while they cleared their farms and built good homes and snug bank 
barns, such as every thrifty Micihgan farm has. All were en- 
thusiastic for the future of the breed and for an annual sale at 
Saginaw. 


We then climbed back into the car and went back to Marlette, 
picking up Attorney McClure and driving out to his farm west of 
Marlette. Here he showed a thrifty herd that was making money 
from land that was a tangled overgrown swamp, worth practically 
nothing, but a few years ago. While pedigrees had not been kept, 
and the herd was handled by a renter, it certainly looked the most 
prosperous thing about. 


Just south of Marlette, we stopped at the farm of Wilbert A. 
Prowse. He was not at home, but a show heifer in the barn so 
attracted Mr. Minty that he led her out and she was photographed 
in the barnlot. The native Marletteers had told us that Mr. Prowse 
had won five out of six firsts at one of the local fairs the week 
before, so we concluded that this heifer was one of his show herd. 


We now left Tuscola county—Michigan’s largest Aberdeen-An- 
gus county as far as number of herds is concerned—and h 
for Oxford, where we were scheduled to meet Mr. William E. 
Scripps, owner of the Wildwood herd near Orion. We ran south 
throurh the edge of Lapeer county, into Oakland county, which 
we supp..e gave the name to the Oakland car, manufactured at 
Pontiac. - \ nding around the edges of sapphire-biue lakes, in an 
out of woods, over wonderful gravelled roads, we finally came to 
Oxford, and then drove on over to the Wildwood farm, set among 
another group of summer tourist coaxing lakes.

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THE SOUTH SETS A NEW SALE MARK 
THAT INDICATES A REAL CATTLE DEMAND 


The Hampton sale, practically a dispersion, at Nashville, Ten- 
nessee, a few days ago, was an event that marks an epoch. Not 
only was the average of $1045.83 a record for all brecds in the 
South, but every animal stayed in the South to carry on for new 
breeders and young men. Also, the buying of these cattle by both 
little and big cattlemen is worthy of note. The political dopsters 
have it figured out that Senator Todd, who bought the tops, will be 
Tennessee’s next Governor. If he runs, he certainly ought to carry 
east Tennessee, where the Aberdeen-Angus grow so thick (both 
ways). But from now on, there will be no question about the South 
especiaily Tennessee, being a pure bred Aberdeen-Angus market. 
Already it ranks right close to fourth place in the ranks of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus commonwealths, and is crowding out some of the first 
states to start with the breed in the early days. With Kentucky 
coming back, the Carolinas, Mississippi, Alabama, Virginia, 
Georgia and Florida all bidding on cattle above the $1,000 mark, the 
time to look upon the South as a pure bred market is here.

Let’s see more of the 
counties organizing now while the organization is so timely. There 
will never be a better time.

BRADFUTE PROPOSES AN 8-HOUR 
DAY FOR THE FARMER: WHY NOT? 


O. E. Bradfute, Ohio breeder of Aberdeen-Angus, rather took the 
wind out of the sails of the labor and capital delegates to the Wil- 
son conference in Washington recently, it is said, when he proposed 
that the farmer ought to have an 8-hour day as well as the man 
who works in factory, mine and at trades. Or rather, he proposed 
that the farmer be paid on that basis for his work. - As it is, the 
farmer is the only man who markets his goods at the price the 
consumer wants to pay for them, rather than at the price they cost 
him to produce, plus a fair profit of say 8 to’ 10 per cent. Some- 
times, the farmer makes money, but quite frequently he loses. At 
any rate, he cannot take his wheat crop, or his hog crop, or his cat- 
tle crop, and after figuring in 6 per cent on his investment, actual 
cost of labor, buildings, machinery, interest on borrowed money, 
etc., add a 10 per cent profit to the cost of his produce, and put a 
price tag on his goods and tell the world to pay that price or go 
without—at least he has never done that yet. It might do the 
laboring men who are talking 6-hour days and dollar-an-hour pay, 
with all the other trimmings, good to look into the Bradfute pro- 
posal. Also, it might do the “pole-cat press’ of the cities good to 
investigate the trend of present day thought on the farm where 
farmers are being made the goats for all “high cost of living” re- 
ductions. When the farmer can’t make a living at producing milk, 
or potatoes, or pork, or beef, he is merely forced to change to some 
other line, and when he can’t re-adjust himself, he is economically 
forced off the face of the earth. The farmer is just as much en- 
titled to the 8-hour day as the man who builds houses, or installs 
plumbing, or electric light wires; yes, and so is Mrs. Farmer. 
But the only farmer who can enjoy such an arrangement these days 
is the one who has his land in pasture over which pure bred beef 
cattle are grazing, and then he must be a real manager.

But after seeing all the 
weeding cattle—the cream off the best beef herds in North Amer- 
ca—they should then carefully study the displays of single steers 
trom the colleges and individual feeders noting that these great 
state institutions have in nearly every case selected and fitted their 
best specimens of each of the breeds, sometimes experimenting with 
crosses. After the cattle have been seen as they pass under the 
hands of the judges, the stock yards show, or the carlot classes 
should be seen; there are divisions for, each section of the country, 
and finished steers, short-feds and feeders, so that the cattle may 
be seen at different ages and at different stages of their finish for 
market. If you have time to watch the live stock commission firms 
help their customers to select the cattle that go into a carlot for 
show, getting them all the same size, conformation and finish, 
there is a big lesson. Then there is the carcass class, mentioned in 
a recent editorial on this page. There is plenty to see for the en- 
tire week, but be sure to get the lessons taught there and take them 
home to put into your work and to tell your neighbors. The Ab- 
erdeen-Angus may not get the lion’s share of the inter-breed steer 
contests this year, but they usually do, and if they don’t ‘you will 
want to know why and how. Be at Chicago, and bring the neigh- 
bors along, too. It’s the most important week of the year for the 
Aberdeen-Angus.

“Farthest North” Doddie Herd at Ft. Resolution, 1,000 Miles North 
of the Montana Border, in Canada. 


An effort is to be made at Fort Resolution, to cross buffaloes 
with Aberdeen-Angus cattle, with 4 view to producing a breed that 
will fulfill the requirements of that sub-Aretic country. 

,__At the present time there is a herd of 100 pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle at Fort Resolution, the property of the Catholic mis- 
sion under the charge of Monseigneur Gabriel Breynat, bishop of 
MacKenzie River, and spiritual overlord of a vast domain. The 
imit of northern farming on anything like a large scale has been 
ay at Fort Resolution; farther north there are practically no 
arms, merely here and there a small tilled patch at an isolated 
trading or mission post. Eventually farmers will penetrate to the 


very border of the land of eternal winter, Bishop Breynat believes, 
but that time has not yet arrived. 

As an enthusiast for northern farming the bishop has no su- 
perior. He wants to see more cattle in the country, and is confi- 
dent they will do well, for the success of his own ranch tends to 
prove this. But he is anxious to experiment with a view to produc- 
ing an animal that will combine resistance to extreme cold with 
milk producing qualities, hence his desire to secure buffaloes from 
the Dominion Government. If he can not get the buffalo, he will 
take up more cattle. 

Though wild meat is usually available in the MacKenzie River 
District, and bear, deer, caribou and other animals are plentiful, 
there are occasions when a supply of domestic meat is of great 
benefit. The Indians of the district are great hunters and trappers, 
and hesitate to sacrifice pelts to secure food. With more cattle, 
this will be unnecessary. 

Though the winter cold is extreme, the bishop states that oxen 
that have been worked all summer can be turned out to rustle in 
November and will come out in good shape in the spring, providing 
they were not too poor at the beginning of winter. Milking stock, 
of course, is stabled during the cold months and fed liberally on 
prairie hay, with oat straw for a welcome change. 

Cattle out rustling are occasionally in some danger from bears 
or wolves, but an animal in good shape can generally manage to 
look after itself. It is only when a pack of wolves attacks a steer 
that chances of escape are remote. With closer settlement this 
drawback will gradually disappear. 

Speaking of the agricultural resources of Fort Resolution Bish- 
op Breynat says: 

“Our gardens are the wonder of those who are not familiar 
with the Northland, and oats are a heavy crop, though we have 
not produced much wheat. In potatoes, however, the Fort Resolu- 
tion fields will rival those of Ontario and Quebec. Of course this 
is due to the constant sunshine in summer, for then it does not get 
dark at that post. When I left there in August our wheat was four 
feet high. I took the first threshing outfit into that country last 
year. It is operated with a gasoline engine and we pay $1 per 
gallon for the oil—Montreal Family Herald & Weekly Star.

Department of Agriculture specialists in various phases of live 
stock work are agreed that the better-sires campaign will give 


added impetus to their 
particular work. Cattle- 
fever tick eradication, bo- 
vine tuberculosis eradica- 
tion, cow testing associa- 
tion work, co-operative 
bull association work, hog 
cholera control, county 
live stock association work 
and many other efforts, 
all will receive added im- 
petus from the better-sires 
campaign. On the other 
hand, all of these things 
will aid the campaign. In 
fact, they have pavcd the 
way for it. The man who 
has cut down his scrub 
herd to escape dipping 
costs in the tick eradica- 
‘tion campaign is in better 
position to build up with 
pure blood. The man who 
has cleaned out on account 
of tuberculosis is ready to 
start again with pure bred 
animals. And so of all 
‘the rest of them. 


As Department of Ag- 
riculture officials see it, 
the campaign will be ben- 
eficial in many ways. 
The man who buys a pure 
bred or two will take more 
interest in his live stock 
than when he had only 
scrubs, will be inclined to 
give them closer attention 
better housing facilities, 
more carefully selected 
feed. In short, it will put 
him in the way of becom- 
ing a better all-round 
farmer. The better stock 
will return larger profits 
and the farmer will be in 
better position to extend 
his operations or improve 
his condition. Larger 
quantities of food products 
of superior quality will be 
produced and the consum- 
er also will derive a direct 
benefit.

MORE MEAT TO COME FROM “BETTER-SIRES” CAMPAIGN 


The definition of the term “pure bred sires” is written in one word—“economy.” There 
are many definitions, many of them learned and long, that might be written, but the breeding 
experts of the United States Department of Agriculture, when they met to launch the State 
and National crusade for “Better Sires—Better Stock,” agreed that the primary meaning 
of it is economy. 

The scrub hog requires a certain number of bushels of corn to make 200 pounds of pork. 
The pure bred or high grade hog takes the same number of bushels of corn and makes 300 
pounds of pork. The pure bred or high grade cow makes three gallons of milk out of the 
same quantity of silage that the scrub cow uses to make a gallon and a half of milk. These 
figures are not meant to be scientifically exact, of course, but merely to illustrate the prin- 
cipal. The result is that the farmer gets more pounds of salable product out of his feed when 
he uses pure bred sires at the head of his herd and flocks. He gets more money and his 
family lives better. But something else happens. When he sells more pounds of a better 
class of meat or more gallons of rich milk, he feeds the city family better than he did when 
he kept crub stock. The final result of pure bred sires is that the farmer makes more money 
and the city family gets more and better food, probably at lower prices. 

The crusade, the experts say, eventually will tend to result in reducing the cost of living 
to the consumer without taking the difference out of the pocket of the producer. For that 
reason, they point out, the city man has a definite, money interest in the better sires crusade. 
While he can hardly be expected to put the same amount of effort into it that the live stock 
breeder should, he is expected to give encouragement and aid to the program whenever the 
opportunity offers. And there will be no lack of opportunity, particularly in the smaller 
cities and towns where the farmers are in close contact with the city business men.

ABERDEEN-ANGUS IN OHIO

i rand old State, whether from an Aberdeen-An-

native State. I also fully realize that my sincerity may 
be brought into question, because as a rule, since reach- 
ing my maturity, I have kept well away from her board-

ny years ago. was among strangers and some- 
be sac gg Hes he I chanced to get into conversation 
with a fellow guest at a hotel. He asked me, from what state I 
hailed and I proudly told him that I was from the Buckeye State. 
I still vividly recall my incensed feelings upon hearing his ig of, 
“That’s my native State, too; it’s the best one to be from, but as 
for staying there, deliver me!” 
Everyone knows of the great record of the “Buckeye State” as 
a producer of Presidents; her fame as a manufacturing section is 
world-wide, and in a general way she is respected as an Agricul- 
tural state. But of recent years her production of Aberdeen-Angus 
has not been heralded beyond the confines of her own boundary 
lines, excepting in the instance of one particular breeder. She, 
however, has a record, such a record in fact, that I doubt if it has 
another long-time equal. It matters not whether one goes back 
to the time when majestic “Lucy’s Prince” and grand old “Gay Lad” 
ruled unchallenged in the Little Miami Valley or today when the 
Hilldale Prides trample the bluegrass of the Scioto Valley, Ohio 
Aberdeen-Angus have always been able to hold their own. 


I have recently spent some time in the State, visiting breeders, 
and have made some memorandums of the breed’s activities, past 
and present. Benton Gardinger of Washington C. H., is credited 
with being the oldest breeder in the State. He is now well along 
in years, but still is an active breeder. Some of the “pathfinder” 
cattle of Tennessee were of his production. 


0. E. Bradfute of Xenia has probably been the best known 
breeder of the State. His almost unequaled habit of winning near- 
ly everything in sight at the first Internationals gave his herd wide 
publicity. The International Grand Champions, Lucy’s Prince and 
Leroy 3d of Meadowbrook, were products of his master breeding 
mind. 


Dr. H. M. Brown of Hillsboro is one of the breed’s pioneers. 
His early importing activities left their mark of improvement in 
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Hilldale Pride 


many sections of the country. Both Dr. Brown and Mr. Bradfute 
have been highly honored by being called upon to serve the nation- 
al orvanizations in its highest offices. 

Thomas Mattinson of South Charleston, as the last owner of 
that old hero, “Gay Lad” was of course in the limelight. It is 
—— to know that he is now the owner of a new herd and in- 
tends to become once more active. 

The largest herd in the State today is owned by Alfred W. 
Jones & Son at LaRue. It numbers over 200 head. The last bulle- 
tin of the U. S. Department of Agriculture carries the name of this 
herd as being the first one in the State to attain “accredited tuber- 
culosis-free” standing. The Ohio breeders as a whole are ranking 
high in cleaning up this scourge of all cattle-kind, and it will only be 
a matter of time until they ail have a “clean bill of health.” The 
Jones’ breed good cattle and are now using two good bulls, one of 
them a son of Black Monarch 4th, and the other of Queen Mother 
Johnson 8th. 

J. W. Jones & Sons, maintain a choice herd on neighboring 
farms at LaRue, which gives that community by far more cattle 
than any other one in the State. This herd had the benefit of the 
last years of usefulness of imported Black Jester of Ballindalloch. 
They are now using a son of Royal Pilgrim as their main herd sire. 

The herd of Walter Ferguson near Xenia is one of the choice 
ones in the State. He has had remarkable success in mating Mead- 
owbrook cows with carefully selected bulls of other lines of breed- 
ing. This community also specializes in the production of “Dod- 
dies” for almost on adjoining farms we find Mr. Bradfute, F. B. 
Turnbull and E. H. Hutchnson. Mr. Turnbull has done much mis- 
sionary work for the breed, especially in the South. 

Near Urbana we find John C. Barnett, with a useful collection 
of cattle. He is about the most enthusiastic breeder in the State 
and has his own ideas about how to do things. He is a retired 
editor of the “Farm and Fireside”, and an ardent supporter of the 
Boys and Girls Calf Club work. 


Of course, every one today knows of the remarkable record of 
J. S. Caldwell & Sons of Chillicothe in their production of Interna- 
tional Grand Champion females. To have the honor of sending 
forth one wearer of the “royal purple” is considered fame enough 
for any one breeder, but to “repeat” indicates that they have found 
the “formula”, here is hoping that it is “chronic.” 


To name specifically all of those deserving breeders remaining 
among the 99 who make 
up the active membership 
in the National Associa- 
tion would take too much 
space. There are Harri- 
son Bros., and D. Oswald 
in Harrison County, Cald- 
well and Moulton in Sci- 
oto County, Emrick in 
Green, etc., but space wiil 
not permit any further 
mention. 


It should be said that 
both the Ohio Experim_nt 
Station at Wooster end 
the Ohio University Sta- 
tion at Columbus main- 
tain good herds of the 
breed, which we all recog- 
nize as quite an important 
faztor in breed promotion. 

It would seem that the 
breeders of Ohio were now 
preparing to occupy their 
deserving “place in the 
sun.” New interest las 
been taken which resulted 
in organizing a State as- 
sociation, which body 
plans, among other things, 
a. Futurity show at the 
State Fair and an annual 
consignment sale. Sever- 
al new herds have been 
started in the State re- 
cently, among them that

This article should not close without a 
mention of the recent venture on the part of 
a “game few” of the Ohio brecders who sent 
forth some of their best cattle for a con- 
quest of the East. One of them was grand 
champion of the Eastern States Exposition 
during which the sale was held at Spring- 
field, Mass., and sold for $650, the top of the 
auction.

driver, and observe it move off ob-diently 
after two men had labored on it all day, 
gave a mere editor a vast respect for his 
knowledge of enginecring. 


Mr. Scripps drives his own aeroplane and 
has keen doing so for several years; in fact, 
he was the second man in America to take 
up acroplaning as a regular sport. The 
first gas engine to cross the Atlantic, driv- 
ing a boat, was also a Scripps engine. This 
little introduction of the Wildwocd herd 
owner ought to convince the reader tkat 
there is no question abou the way the farm 
is run from an engineering standpoint; 
oe that is one of the big problems these 

ays. 


We put on two shows at Oxford, Mr. 
Scripps having rented the moving picture 
house for two consecutive nights, and in- 
vited in the entire neighborhood to see the 
Aberdeen-Angus pictures. The house was 
fillcd to its 400 capacity the first night, and 
lacked but a few balcony seats the second 
night, close to 750 seeing the pictures at 
the two performances. And breeders and 
fecders came from miles around to see the 
pictures, too. 


When it comes to the “selling game”, we 
must admit that the Wildwo cd proprietor 
has the entire Aberdeen-Angus fraternity 
bcaten a few steps, and a lot of us who think 
we know a few things about the selling end 
of the business could profitably take a few 
lessons from him. Both Mr. Scripps and 
his manager, Sidney Smith, are “good mix- 
ers” and popular with the iarmers around 
their ncighborhcod, many of them being 
frequent visitors to the farm to view the 
herd. ‘they are taking special interest in 
showing dairy farmers that they can make 
a much more profitable busincss from their 
milk cows by using pure bred bulls to get 
beef calves. Mr. Scripps is now working 
out the details of a scheme to offer a sub- 
stantial prize to the farmer raising the bcst 
grade Aberdeen-Angus calf from his dairy 
cows. Probably the cows will be bred at 
the Wildwood tarms and then returned to 
the neighboring farms free, all kinds of 
grade cows—Holstein, Jersey, Short Horns, 
Guernseys, or “jist cows”—being used as 
long as they are not pure breds of any of the 
dairy breeds. The plan sounds like a win- 
ner, as Mr. Scripps is just the mun to put 
it over and demonstrate to the man under 
the cow that there is a way out of his pres- 
ent slavery. One of his neighbors became 
convinced at the first trial of an Aberdeen- 
Angus bull. He marketed the calves at 22 
months for $148 when the previous ycar, he 
had a hard time to get $38 a head for them, 
—r previous crop, which was dariy on both 
sides. 


Of course, what we most wanted to see 
at Wildwood was, the crop of calves from 
Edgar of Dalmeny, Mr. Scripps’ imported 
bull that suddenly stepped from obscurity 
to fame in a day when the 1919 Perth show 
and sales were held in Scotland last Febru- 
ary. The champion at Perth and the caif 
that stood second to the champion in his 
class at this show—-the kardest at which to 
win a championship in the world—were both 
calves sired by this bull. Then a few days 
later, another son was first at Aberdeen, 
and later this year, a daughter has been 


winning at the Old Country shows. With 


this record for siring only top-notchers, and 
bulls at that, we wanted to see what Edgar 
was doing on this side.

A little later, we were shown : 
calves, a bull and a heifer, beth "af Seen 
showed lots of quality and style. The bull 
showed considerable resemblance to hi 
famous half brother, Erodemus, that ae 
champion at Perth, and he will be worth 
watching for some time. 


Down in the far pasture we too 
and the cattle came running = _ 
Scripps tooted his Cadillac. In spite of pas- 
ture shortage, the cattle looked wonderfully 
sleek and healthy, due, the owner and man- 
ager ‘agreed, to the high quality of pasture 
and good water. Mr. Scripps again gave 
a demonstration of his versatility by taking 
a few feet of moving pictures of the herd 
and visitors before Mr. Minty left for hime. 


Considerable building of roads and houses 
is still going on, for now that Mr. Scripps 
kas gone in for the Doddies so enthusiastic- 
ally, he is going to give them every chance 
to make good. Already he is studying both 
pedigrees and individuality closely, and with 
his genuine love for his cattle, he has all 
the requisites of a real constructive breeder 
that will carry him over early difficulties in 
starting a herd. 


A word about Edgar of Dalmeny. Of 
course, such a great sire is worth close study 
for around him centers the interest in the 
herd. He has developed lots more scale and 
filled out since the last International, when 
he showed just after arriving from quaran- 
tine in Canada. He has wonderful length 
and strength of back, and is a real find for 
a herd such as this where a great bunch of 
nicely bred cows of outstanding merit may 
be assembled to mate with him to build one 
of the outstanding herds of the country. He 
will watch with interest what comes out of 
Wildwood in the next five years. 


All breeders seen were so keen for a Mich- 
igan sale that President Minty and Secre- 
tary Hathaway are immediately calling for 
nominations for a sale at Saginaw next 
March. These preliminary nominations are 
to be sorted over and arranged to make a 
well balanced list of offerings that are to 
be fitted for this sale to make it an annual 
event to fill the need of Michigan’s demands 
of both buyers and sellers for such an event. 
Only good honest cattle that will help make 
a reputation for the sale from the start are 
wanted, regardless of pedigree, and every 
brecder in the state is asked to nominate at 
least one thing. 


All in all, Michigan impressed the Editor 
as one of the great potential markets for 
Aberdeen-Angus, and once these Michigan 
breeders get together they will wake Mich- 
igan up and have the best market of all at 
their beck and call, for Michigan is pretty 
well fenced off from the rest of the wor! 
with its lakes; and Michigan needs nothing 
so much as good beef cattle to turn its waste 
grasses into high class products at a mink 
mum outlay for labor and machinery.—F.
